A St. Catharines man was arrested 
Monday after a woman reported 
getting explicit Facebook messages 
and telephone calls from an unknown 

Niagara Regional Police said they 
launched an investigation in late 
December when they received the 
complaint about unwanted messages 
and harassing calls. 

Police said they identified a suspect 
and executed a search warrant at his 
apartment on Friday. 

On Monday, Daniel Petrucci, 32, of St. 
Catharines was arrested and charged 
with criminal harassment.

Police are appealing to witnesses to

The teen victim suffered an injury to 
his head and was transported to a local 
hospital. A short time later, police said, 
the level of injury was upgraded and he 
was transported to a Toronto hospital, 
where he was last reported as being in 
stable condition.

Dementia more than just numbers 


Tanuary is Alzheimer Awareness 
I Month and we are ail connected to 
I people who are trying to find their 
way with this disease, and we must ail act 
nowto end dementia. 

Each year, 25,000 Canadians hear the 
words, 'You have dementia.’ 

But dementia is more than just 
numbers. It is our friends, families and 
members of our communities that are 
experiencing the personal and social 
impact of dementia. For our health-care 
system and economy this means higher 
demand for services and soaring costs. 

Dementia doesn't discriminate and 
can affect anyone. It’s one of the fastest- 
growing diseases of our time, but still has 
no cure or effective treatments. Dementia 
can last between eight and 10 years, or 
even longer. Currently, there are 564,000 
Canadians living with a dementia, which 
will increase 66 per cent to 937,000 by 
2031. Your risk of developing dementia is 
45 per cent greater if you smoke. 

We have a unique challenge in Niagara, 
due to the fact that we have one of the 
highest percentages of seniors per capita 
in Canada and we lack the available 
geriatric resources compared to other 
communities. Currently, there are more 
than 9,855 people in the region who are 
experiencing a progressive dementia. 

Dementia doesn’t define a person. 
They are still the same individual as they 
were before their diagnosis and can 
continue doing the things they and love 
and remain active in their communities 
with the right help and support That is 
why it is so importantto connect with

Positive attitudes and engagement 
of people with dementia in activities 
that build on their strengths and life 
history will foster their self-worth, 
maintain their identity and prolong 
their independence. Alzheimer 
Society of Niagara Region’s mission is 
to advocate with and for people with 
dementia and their care partners, and 
provide access to a diverse range of 
appropriate resources and supports. 

By providing education, personalized 
in-home support services and 
wellness programs, families can better 
understand dementia, navigate the 
health system and access the resources 
they need when they need them. 

The Alzheimer society offers many 
programs and educational opportunities 
across the region. 

Brain Wave Cafes are offered twice 
a month in Niagara Falls, Thorold, 
Grimsby, St Catharines and Welland. 
They provide an informal setting for 
individuals concerned about cognitive 
changes and dementia to learn about 
brain health and dementia, meet and 
socialize with others and become 
femiliar with community resources. 

Another popular program is Minds 
In Motion, a physical activity and brain 
simulation program that runs for two 
hours a week for an eight-week session at 
the YMCAin St Catharines and Welland.

The widow and daughter of Oscar Peter¬ 
son wiil host an evening at the Shaw Festival 
celebrating the Canadian jazz icon this Sat¬ 
urday, Jan. 27. 

Part of the Bravo Niagara! winter con¬ 
cert series, the night will include a screen¬ 
ing of the film Oscar Peterson: Keep¬ 
ing the Groove Alive, followed by a Q&A 
with Peterson's widow Kelly and daughter 
Celine. Afterwards will be a concert at the 
Jackie Maxwell Studio Theatre by Peterson's 
former bassist Dave Young and Juno-win¬ 
ning pianist Rnbi Botos. 

Celine says it's one of the few Q&A's she 
has done with her mother, making the Nia¬ 
gara-on-the-Lake show a hue family affair 

"Usually we're doing separate things,” she 
says. "Thisprojectisherbaby.” 

The project includes selections from the 
2015 release Oscar, With Love, a three-CD 
set produced by Kelly to commemorate 
her late husband’s 90th birthday. It con¬ 
tains never-befbie-heard Peterson originals 
recorded by modem jazz artists. 

“She put everything into it, and I was just 
lucky enough to go along for the ride,” says 
Celine. “It'ssuchacomplexendeavourthat 
she did, and the vision was so grand.. .the 
fact she made it come true was very spe- 

Bom in Montreal, Peterson showed an 
early flair for the trumpet but was forced to 
stop playing after a battle with tuberculo¬ 
sis. He instead turned to the piano, and was 
playing complex pieces at the age of nine. 

He went on to do mote than 200 record¬ 
ings, winning eight Grammy Awards and 
joining the pantheon of greatjazz pianists. 

He played thousands of concerts world¬ 
wide over his 60-year career before dying of

Haist was the first witness 
called to testify during a hear¬ 
ing in Welland, Monday, to 
determine if Ontario Supe¬ 
rior Court has jurisdiction in 
the case regarding the girl, 
who was bom and primarily 
raised in Egypt. Ihe nine-year- 
old daughter is the subject of a 
custody batde between Haist 
and the girl's lather, Mohamed 
Abdel-Motaleb. 

Haist and her daughter 
were the subject of an Amber 
Alert issued in early Decem- 

hiding rather than attend a 
scheduled court hearing. She 
was arrested in Hamilton on 
Dec. 12, concluding a 10-day 

Haist’s St Catharines-based 


lawyer, Natalie Fortier, argued 
that the court should have juris¬ 
diction because “the child is 
physicallypresentin Ontario and 
would under balance of prob¬ 
abilities suffer serious harm if 
she’splacedinthe custody of the 
respondent (Abdel-Motaleb) or 
a member of his family, or if she 
is relumed toEgypt" 

Fortier referred to several 
affidavits submitted by mem¬ 
bers of the Haist family in sup¬ 
port of allegations against the 
child's father, and said she 
plans to call several witnesses 
to the stand as the hearing con¬ 
tinues in the days to come. 

Through their testimony, 
Fortier said Superior Court Jus- 
tice James Ramsay will "hear 
the story of Layla, of how she 
has suffered sexual abuse at the

mother, the applicant, has tried 
to protect her — first in Egypt 
by leaching out to services to tty

“The courtwillhearthatwhen 
she was met byasodety and sys¬ 
tem that has an archaic view of 
sexual abuse and was faced with 
no prospect of obtaining protec¬ 
tion for her daughter the appli¬ 
cant did what she had to do — 
what any mother would do to 
protect her child," Fortier said. 
“The courtwill hear she escaped 
Egypt. She came to Canada 
where she expected the law to 
piotecther child” 

Fortier said Layla disclosed 
having being sexually abused 
by her father and others, and 
she disclosed this to a number 
of people, including her 
mother, a therapist in Egypt, 
a doctor in Egypt, the Consul 
of the Canadian Embassy in 
Egypt and his assistant. 

“She disclosed it to some 
of her friends in Egypt and 
in Canada, and to health 
professional," she said. “The 
court will hear that almost all 
of them believed her.” 

Haist said the evidence 

corded videos of Layla “mak¬ 
ing such disclosures.” 

Abdel-Motaleb’s lawyer 
Sheila Gibb said until six 
weeks ago Layla had been 
deprived of having any con¬ 
tact with her father for the 
previous 14 months. 

And during thattime, she said 
Haist hid Layla “first in Cairo, 
then through the desert into the

Sudan, and finally in this com¬ 
munity, breaching numerous 
court orders both in Egypt and 
here along the way.” 

“In doing so, the child was 
subjected to trauma that falls 
to the extreme side of the 
spectrum," Gibb said. 

Layla, she added, was taken 
away from her home, school, 
friends and father, and was 
made to “live on the lam like a 
fugitive.” She said the child “was 
smuggled by human traffickers 
through one of the most dan¬ 
gerous geographic regions on 
Earth, at the border of Sudan.” 

Gibb, however, said one of the 
most disturbing aspects of the 
ordeal was that Layla was “made 
to play the victim of abuse at the 
hands ofher own faiheri’
